Get After the Others.

“house,” “freeze,” “cough,” “search,” &c, &c? 
Rit here is wher the Bord is hoplesly handi- 
capt. For most ov the comon words in our 
languaj that ned reforming worst cannot be 
reformd so long as we ar confind to the us ov 
our present alfabet. When the Bord has fin- 
isht its task as completely as it ma with the 
mens at hand, ther wil stil reman a vast num- 
ber ov words that must continu to be speld 
irationaly, and thes wil be ol the mor con- 
spicuos when mingled with thos words that 
hav bin reformd. 

Hens, what we ned is a reform that is com- 
plet, practical, and so simple, san and sensible 
withol, as wil at wons comend it to public 
interests, render it popular, and secur its adop- 
tion. And such a reform wil necesarily be 
revolutionary. What if it is? Hav we not 
witnest grater revolutions in our on tim? A 
system ov speling reform that works a thoro 
practical reform, and at the sam tim dos the 
lest violens to the languaj as it is, shud be 
hald with delit by every won ho can rep im- 
ediat practical benefit from it. That such a 
system is now avalable, i shal try to sho con- 
clusively in my next article. 
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The successful introduc- 


tion of American Office 
Specialties in European 
Markets no doubt inter- 


ests a great many of your 
readers, and I will en- 
deavor to present in this 
article some of the lead 
ing principles which must 
govern these efforts. 
American manufacturers 
have sinned so much in this direction, have 
caused the ridicule, disappointment and even 
the disgust of so many European dealers of 
influence and standing, that I feel compelled 
to raise a warning voice against many of the 
practices or rather theories, which prevail in

the intercourse or rather attempts at such 
with European firms. 
The American manufacturer or business 


man, shrewd as he is in the dealings with his 
own countrymen, seems to lose all this 
shrewdness when it comes to transacting busi- 
ness across the Atlantic. Things that he 
would never dream of attempting or expecting 
in his own land, he takes for granted in his 
intercourse with foreign nations, and the re- 
sult is and can be nothing else but failure. 
The success which American enterprise has 
achieved in foreign lands does not refer to the 
many manufacturers who try to do a European 
business by such unreasonable methods, but 
to the few who adapt themselves to foreign 
trade conditions, and who are trying to meet 
them to the best of their ability 


Retail Prices Higher. 


As a fundamental argument I may now pre- 
sent the proposition that for the marketing of 
any Office Specialty, particularly one of a 
higher grade, about 50 per cent of the Ameri- 
can retail prices should be reserved as margin 
for advertising, selling expenses and profits. 
This law holds good around the globe and is 
not suspended on the European continent. But 
the American manufacturer, with very few 
exceptions, offers his goods to European deal- 
ers at a discount of 25 to 33 1-3 per cent. The 
European dealer, who desires to do any busi- 
ness at all, after paying freight, duty and 
incidental expenses, is therefore compelled to 
raise the European retail price at least by 25 
per cent over the American level. But the 
American prices, after being multiplied by 4 or 
5 to transform them to European monetary 
systems (which also applies to England, as 
not the pound by the shilling is the real mon- 
etary unit), are already so high as to be al- 
most prohibitive to the consumer, and the 
effect of this can only be one of two things, 
neither of which does the American manufac- 
turer any good. It either reduces the selling 
possibilities of the article offered or brings 
about cheaper imitations, by either infringing 
upon the American article or evading the 
patent through minor changes. 

Nine-tenths of good American Office Spe- 
cialties are suffering in Europe the one or the 
other of these fates, and this will continue to 
be the case as long as American manufactur- 
ers persist in this unreasonable and unbusi- 
nesslike conduct. 

The remedy, lies in granting to European 
dealers a discount approaching 50 per cent 


of the American retail prices, which is nothing 
but the equivalent of what it costs to market 
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Many Good Lines Are Killed as Far as Sales 
Are Concerned by the Carelessness of 
Exporters.—Europe is a Good Market 
But Must be Carefully Cultivated.

an Office Specialty in an effective and profit- 
able manner in America. The American man 
ufacturer must remember that he saves all 
cost of advertising, and that the European 
dealer, who wishes to sell his goods success- 
fully, must invest large sums in organization 
and exploitation and can only do this, if he 
has a sufficient margin to do it with. Ameri 
can manufacturers expect European dealers to 
act as philanthropists, and as “business is 
business” in Europe as well as in America, the 
result is that European dealers endeavor to 
throw off the American yoke as soon as possi- 
ble. 
Terms Are a Drawback. 

Another great drawback to the expansion of 
American trade in European countries are the 
terms offered to European dealers. In most 
cases it is expected to have the money in 
America before the goods are being delivered, 
which practically amounts to cash before de- 
livery, six weeks in advance. Reverse the 
proposition and how many American dealers 
of good commercial standing would care to do 


business on such basis? A distinction should 
be made with regard to the concerns the 
\merican manufacturer enters into business 


relations with, and if he does not care to take 
the trouble to inquire regarding the responsi 
bility of the respective customer he had better 
not trouble himself about any European busi 
ness at all. R. G. Dun & Co., Bradstreet, and 
other American Agencies have offices in near 
ly all European centers, and it is just as easy 
nowadays to learn about the reliability of a 
German concern as about one located in 
America. Good European concerns are ready 
to pay cash under reasonable concessions, but 
it should be collected through a bank or for- 
warding firm on this side of the Atlantic, when 
the goods are ready for delivery, and not in 


America from four to eight weeks in ad- 
vance. 

Great confusion exists in the minds of 
American manufacturers regarding the value 
and effects of European patents. Some write 
they have a German caveat, which protects 


them for a year, which is rank nonsense. Oth- 
ers offer for sale their European patents, and 
from Mk. 5000 to Mk. s50000.—by 
mail, without even mentioning the 
numbers or dates of their patents.

There is really only one success

To abstain from making any direct quotations 


while this work is in progress and to refer al 
correspondence and inquiries to the foreig: 
representative, in order to handle them to the 
best possible advantage. The customary 

rather most effective plan in such cases is t 
find a responsible firm in each country, stat: 
or province, to take the exclusive sa vf the 
article under an agreement to purchase a c 

tain minimum quantity each year The re 
sponsibility connected with such a contract 
generally excludes the triflers and leads such 
firm to take the proper steps and employ the 
proper methods to market the articl: Ample 
recommendations and suggestions on the part 
of the manufacturer, his experiences in mat 
keting the article, cuts, electros, et should 


be furnished to facilitate the introduction. Th: 
services of the organizer or _ representativ 
should be properly considered by res«

1.20 on a single letter, for the privilege 
of reading it, and as a mark looks and sounds 
nearly as big as a dollar in America, the pleas- 
ure of digging into one’s pocket in order to 
get the “American idea,” is, to say the least, 
extremely doubtful. I am sure many Euro- 
pean dealers are suffering in this manner, or, 
as has been my inclination in a number of 
cases, simply refuse to accept letters insuffi- 
ciently prepaid. In order to make a favorable 
impression upon European dealers, with which 
the American manufacturer desires to enter 
into business relations with, I recommend that 
all letters sent abroad, should be carefully 
weighed and properly prepaid, circulars and 
catalogues mailed separately for the sake of 
economy, reserving the insufficiently prepaid 
letters for those the American manufacturer 
desires to punish or has a particular grudge

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To the ingenuity of a well-known Saxon 
inventor and manufacturer, Herr Emil Cla 


viez, is due the production of a paper yarn, 
termed “Xylolin,” that has been successfully 
used in a wide range of textile fabrics. The 
utilization of paper wood fiber in this new and 
practical way and the extreme cheapness of 
the new material compared with other yarns 
now in use is really a remarkable achievement 
It should be said that this is not a haphazard 
discovery, but rather the logical result of years 
of painstaking study and experiment 

After the final development of the theory 
at first in mind into tangible materia! for all 
manner of uses in textile industries, the pape: 
thread and yarn, loose or tightly spun, of all 
thicknesses, have been woven into al 
most every conceivable fabric and tested and 


since 


retested, until the invention has become an 
important commercial success. The paper 
yarn has extraordinary wearing properties, 


and as the full scope of its usefulness has 
probably not been determined, it will, in all 
likelihood, lend itself to other purposes yet to 
be discovered. 

Methods of Manufacture. 

It should be understood that xylolin is wood 
fiber spun into a paper thread or yarn, and 
may be woven into any desired fabric. Al 
though of the same material as paper, xylolin 
is not used in sheets and has nothing what 
ever of the nature of papier-mache or any 
substance such as may be molded or cut in 
blocks. It is primarily a thread or yarn and 
is employed exclusively in weaving 

The looms used in the manufacture of 
textiles do not have to be especially construct 
ed for this substance, although they may have 
to be slightly adapted for its readier manipu- 
lation. A carpet loom of almost any kind 
can employ this new yarn. A loom that is 
used for weaving linen or cotton fabrics of 
fine or loose mesh can readily take the finer 
kinds of the paper thread. 

The thread is not brittle, it 
a hard surface, and it neither 
stretches to any appreciable extent. 
certain resilient qualities, it can not be readily 
crushed or dented like paper, and on it moist- 
ure has practically no effect. It is a service- 
able substitute for cotton, jute, linen and even 
silk. When bleached the yarn or thread is of 
a snowy whiteness, and at a first glance can 
not be distinguished from cotton. It can be 
woven to appear as homespun linen. It com- 
bines the good qualities of cotton and linen 
at one-third of the price of cotton and one- 
tenth of the price of linen. 

Dyes Easier Than Cottcn or Linen. 

Being paper, it can be more readily dyed in 
delicate shades, far outmatching the range of 
colors to which cotton or silks are suscepti 
ble and vastly more than those of linens. The 
process of dyeing the thread or yarn is pat- 
ented, and appears to be of such perfection 
that no colors, from the daintiest nuances to 
the richest hues, are affected by strong light. 
If it should be the wish of a manufacturer to 
combine the paper thread or yarn with other 
materials to gain the cheapness of the new 
substance, it can be readily done. It can be 
run in greater or less quantity as may be de 
sired,

Rugs and Carpets. 


Among the various fabrics in which the 
greatest amount of work has thus far 
accomplished is the making of rugs and car

Here the yarn of heavier quality, woven into 
beautiful designs, is found to possess advan- 
over certain classes of floor 
They can be turned out in any thickness as 
rugs, mats or carpets. They are elastic to 
tread, do not retain dust readily, and are eas 
ily cleaned by beating or washed without fear 
of injury. Unpalatable to moths, they are 
not eaten by these insects. The paper floor 
coverings naturally do not possess the proper 
of rich Persian carpets, but are adapted 
to uses to which oriental rugs can be ill put 

Although they can be made in pile, they 
are at present manufactured chiefly after the 
manner of an ingrain carpet, but in finely 
wrought, artistic patterns. They are clean and 
fresh, and particularly suited to summer 
homes and veranda use. 

Another great field for the paper 
in the manufacture of bagging, being a 
tical substitute for the more expensive jute 
It has been found best, however, in making 
sacks to mix one thread of jute with two of 
paper. The combination secures the advan 
tages of jute gunny cloth and the lightness 
and cheapness of wood paper. Closer woven,

After a thorough theoretical drill each can- 
didate is taken out among the merchants by 
the field instructor to make actual sales and 
gain a practical knowledge in the high science 
of meeting and overcoming traditions, cus- 
toms and prejudices that do not exist in the 
United States. The cheap labor in the Euro- 
pean countries is also a barrier to be encoun- 
tered in the introduction of American labor- 
saving machines.

Startling are the new appliances that are 
daily making their appearance everywhere. 
Probably the latest and most wonderful 
scheme to be devised by man is an insurance 
machine. This device replaces the old-time 
pestiferous insurance agent and puts the mat- 
ter of insurance up to the man who has a life 
he wants to protect for his family’s sake. 

While this machine is guaranteed not to talk 
1r walk into a man’s office unbidden, yet when 
it operates it makes rumbling and buzzing 
noises not unlike the working of the wheels 
in the average insurance solicitor’s head. In 
appearance it is an innocent looking thing, 
ind would impress one as a monster gum 
machine, although they are all highly nickled 
ud burnished with lots of ornaments. 

In the upper right hand corner is a slot 
enough to receive a silver quarter. In 
lower left hand corner is a large slot big 
enough to release the insurance policy. Be- 
the two is another and smaller slot, 
nd to get an idea of what all these slots are 
and the manner in which it works, it is 
necessary to drop in a quarter to find out. 

When the quarter is dropped into the money 
slot it an electric current 
that starts the wheels to working, producing 
the policy. The exact time, date, hour and 
minute is stamped on the face of the policy, 
and in a few seconds it is pushed out through 
the large slot. The policy is on a heavy card 
printed and signed by the officials of the com- 
pany, and contains all provisions of any other 
policy. On one end is a stub that is to be 

lled out by the holder and returned to the 
machine. This stub goes into the slot between 
the coin slot and the policy slot.

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Advantages of Selling Goods Through Dealers 


A thousand articles have been written on 
“How to Sell Goods,” yet the real story has 
but half been told. It probably never will be 
fully told, since selling goods is just _lik« 
“swimmin’,” easy when you know and 
about ten times as hard to understand 
you don’t know how and after you have learn 
ed, you can’t explain to someone else—and 
when you know you can’t understand how the 
other fellow can’t understand when he is told 
There are only a few motions to go through in 
swimming. Almost anyone with ordinary intel- 
ligence can get a full understanding of the mo 
tions required in about ten minutes, but it may 
take him ten years to learn how to swim, and 
he may never be able to learn. This is the 
«<ase with hundreds of manufacturers. They 
have goods to sell. They have read some of 
the numerous works on “How to Sell Goods.” 
They understand all the motions necessary to 
go through, still they can’t sell. They keep 
on trying and trying—paddling around in 
shallow water making lots of noise, but never 
enjoying the clear, deep water, fearing al 
ways to venture out—finally succeeding at 
great expense or going broke in the attempt 
Meantime an article of merit and worth would 
have floated if it had been pushed out in deep 
water, where the keel could not drag the sand, 
and might have found a ready market, if it 
had been properly presented. 

Somebody said, “If you want a thing done, 
do it yourself,” but that was a long time ago, 
when things were done in a small way. Now- 
adays the easiest way to “sell something” is 
to get somebody else to sell it for you. Sell 
it through dealers. There are many reasons 
why this is the easier as well as the better 
way. First, a good manufacturer is usually a 
poor marketer. He can build things at low 
cost, but he doesn’t know how to dispose of 
them quickly. Oftentimes he tries to sell di- 
rect or through branch offices and fails. Then 
his next course is usually to secure a man and 
put him in charge of his Sales Department. 
Sometimes this plan is successful. Many times 
it isn’t. Sometimes the manufacturer goes on 
making a product that the market does not 
take to readily, and the manufacturer's inex 
perience and absence of selling ability do not 
enable him to judge as to whether his product 
is at fault or whether it is his selling methods 
He doesn’t know. He may keep on for years 
making a product that will not-sell and waste 
a fortune trying to make it go. 


Expert Opinions From Dealers. 


If this same manufacturer had started to 
sell his product through dealers, he could have 
had expert opinion and decision at the very 
beginning, since dealers are as well posted on 
how to sell and usually as poorly posted on 
how to make an article as a manufacturer is 
well posted on how to make an article and how 
not to sell it. The dealer looks at the article 
out of his customer's eyes and decides wheth- 
er his customer will want it, and if he thinks 
his customer will want the aritcle naturally 
enough he wants to sell it. Consequently if 
a manufacturer offers to dealers a poor arti- 
cle he makes few dealership contracts. If he 
offers a good article there is no _ difficulty 
whatever in securing plenty of dealers. This 
information alone to a manufacturer who is 
unable to appreciate the selling value of his 
product may mean a fortune and prevent pov- 
erty.

If the manufacturer offered an 
article that admitted of great profit and had 
more or less of a monopoly of that particular 
field, he established a chain of branch offices, 
finally eliminating the dealer entirely To 
the company not so fortunate as to have a 
monopoly of their line of trade and where the 
profit is not so great, even under favorable 
conditions, it is generally a struggle for years 
trying to maintain a few “losing” branch of 
fices with the profit derived from a few suc- 
cessful dealers. The factory output is limited; 
the cost of production is high; the price to 
dealers does not enable them to keep step 
with competition; the high factory price makes 
the branch office a losing game; it precludes 
the possibilities of getting good dealers in suf- 
ficient numbers to sustain the business, in- 
crease the output, and reduce the price. This

The Dawn of a New Cause. 


In the recent convention of school interests, 
held at Boston, the first acknowledged short- 
hand contest was held, and much was done 
towards making the affair a benefit to short- 
hand writers. A contest among the typewrit- 
er operators was also undertaken, and although 
one event was lightly scheduled as an “inter- 
national contest” still it did not produce any- 
thing more than an American affair. 

In the handling of an International type- 
writer speed, much preliminary work must be 
accomplished towards educating the world as 
to the plans and prizes offered in sufficient 
size to attract foreign operators. 

During the National Business Show, in 
New York city, next October, there will be 
held the first genuine international type- 
writer speed contest for the world’s events, at 
which there will be something like $1,200 to 
$1,500 offered in prizes. 


Foreign Operators Invited. 

We have been promised that several foreign 
operators will be present during the contests 
in New York, and it is earnestly hoped that 
many others will come forward before the 
date of the events, who will be able to hold 
their colors against competing 
operators. 

From a comparison of the events already 
held, and a close study of the talent offered 
by foreign countries, it would seem that the 
foreigner had not advanced in the art of type- 
writing as has his American brother, although 
operators have been de-

This is kept in the out- 
side exchange room filed in individual boxes. 
On the inside cover of this box all the sub- 
scriber’s instructions for the execution of his 
work is kept. This assures individuality in 
the work irrespective of who the stenographer 
may be. 
How It Works. 

When a subscriber wishes to dictate he re- 
moves the receiver from his private phone. 
This signals the company’s switch board op- 
erator, who immediately connects him with a 
stenographer. While she is taking dictation 
in short hand the customer’s stationery box is 
brought to her room. After she has tran- 
scribed her work it is delivered, together with 
her shorthand notes, to the order clerk, who 
sees that the work is in satisfactory shape, 
makes out invoice, incloses duplicate of same, 
shorthand notes and work in a large envelope 
flat without folding, seals and places in the 
delivery basket, from where the messenger 
takes it and delivers promptly to the dictator. 

The service continues from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
Sundays and holidays from 9 a. m. to I2 m. 
That the Telagirl System is in tune with mod 
ern business methods must be apparent. 

Among the several advantages is the elas- 
ticity of the service. The subscriber uses a 
fraction of a stenographer or a number as his 
varying needs may require. The economy of 
the scheme lies in the fact that all fixed costs 
are removed and charges are made only for 
actual service rendered. One of the vital fea- 
tures is the complete elimination of the re- 
lation of the employer and employe which was 
not equitable because one of the parties to the 
arrangement was responsible, and the other 
irresponsible, especially is this true because of 
the preponderance of female stenographers. 
Substituted for this is a service corporation 
contract which protects the employer. 

It separates stenography and_ typewriting 
from clerical work and by specialization pro- 
duces a higher standard of work. By the con- 
centration of energies in a central exchange 
waste is eliminated and the law of averages 
is permitted to operate. With but little 
thought one can realize the enormous amount 
of capital that is now invested in office equip- 
ment for the maintenance of private steno- 
graphic and typewriting establishments, also 
the great amount of unemployed time which 
employers are compelled to pay for because 
of no alternative.

The Japanese commercial museum at Muk- 
den has proved to be such a success that it is 
contemplated keeping it open much longer 
than originally intended. 

Expositions Are Popular. 

The Government and people of Japan are 
thoroughly imbued with the importance of ex- 
positions for the display of their products. 
There is, in the city of Tokyo, a permanentit 
industrial museum under the department of 
commerce, and almost every city of promi- 
nence has some form of a commercial museum 
1f a permanent nature. 

Recently a train of cars was fitted up for 
the purpose of making a general moving exhi- 
bition. This was especially encouraged by the 
newspapers of Japan and was supported by a 
number of the leading commercial interests. 
It was moved about generally over the rail- 
roads, exhibiting all over the country accessi- 
ble thereby. 

It is a part of the policy of the Government 
to assist the merchants in making exhibitions 
of their products, especially throughout China, 
and wherever a consulate is located there are 
a number of young commercial students at- 
tached to the consulate engaged in studying 
commercial affairs, as well as in developing 
and assisting in marketing the products of 
Japan. By this method a great number and 
variety of Japanese manufactured articles are 
being distributed and sold in various parts of 
the Chinese Empire. 

The Government considers it a part of its 
functions and duties to encourage commerce 
in every conceivable form, and the exposition 
spirit seems to be one of the leading methods 

rendering aid to commerce. In nearly all 
of these commercial museums and expositions 
the Government's position is that of merely 

ding and assisting the manufacturer. 

\ few months ago the Government sent to 
Manchuria, free of expense, a large body of 
men and commercial students. 
[hese men were provided with every oppor- 
tunity of making a special study of the mar- 
kets for Japanese products, as well as exam- 
ining into the possibilities of developing and 
marketing in Japan the products of Man- 
churia, and it is largely by such methods as

Bohemian Paper Industry Expanding 
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Prices Are Advancing. 
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Great Activity Is Shown in This Branch of 
Business and the Trust Idea Has Invaded 
the Country—Prices Are Raising and 
Opportunities Are Open for 
American Concerns.

(Prague, Bohemia, A.-H.) 
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for many months forward are very reluctant 
to accept new orders. All mills are at present 
working to the utmost limits of their produc- 
ing power, but it is impossible to shut one’s 
eyes to the danger of the actual strong de- 
mand causing large extensions of the working 
plants, which may lead to a general over- 
production if the demand should fall off at 
some later period. 

It is announced that during last year orders 
were given for twenty-four new paper mills 
now partly in operation and partly in course 
of construction, which represent in the aggre- 
gate an investment of about $6,000,000, and 
which causes a considerable increase in pro- 
duction, exceeding the actual consumption. 

A trust has been formed for the sale of 
cigarette paper. Several paper mills have beer 
turned into limited companies and many other 
establishments have also increased their work- 
ing capital, and the leading bank establish- 
ments are making lavish offers of money for 
the development of the paper industry in

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Typewriter will Write Music Perfectly 


Composers of music have always been han- 
dicapped by the slow means they have had 
to employ if producing their work as it has 
always been necessary to go about the task 
in a most laborious manner, making each in- 
dividual note with a pen, in its proper posi- 
tion on the staff, and produce each variation 
required with the greatest possible amount of 
work. 

Louis C. Badeau and Isaac F. Badeau, of 
Mohapac, N. Y., have invented a machine that 
will eliminate all of this detail and makes it 
possible for a composer to produce his musi 
cal composition wholly by machine, so that 
hereafter it will be as simple for a composer 
to write a song as it is for a stenographer 
to write a letter, for this machine will pro- 
duce all of the various kinds of notes in 
their proper position on the staff by the pres 
sure of the proper keys, and when the work 
is done, zinc plates may be made from it and 
it may be printed at once. 

This will result in a great saving of time and 
money. Before the invention of this music 
writing typewriter, it was necessary for the 
composer to work under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and when his work was done, the 
composition had to be set up either by hand, 
character at a time, and then plates made 
from it, or an artist had to take the composi 
tion and copy it perfectly, making all of the 
lines and notes in proportion and perfect 
form. After this was done, photographic 
plates were made, then the printing plates, 
after which the music was printed on a print 
ing press, ready for distribution. 

The new music typewriter does away with 
the greater part of this detail and makes it 
possible for the composer to write his music 
and turn it over to the printer at once, who 
in a very short time can produce the zinc 
plates, and proceed to print. The object of 
the invention is to provide a simple and 
easily operated machine for writing musical 
compositions. 

Following is the inventor's description of the 
device and its uses 

Technical Description. 
(By the Inventors.) 

While in ordinary typewriting machines the 
letters and characters are usually printed side 
by side on a single continuous printing-line, 
in music typewriters it becomes essential that 
each note or sign represented on the type 
keyboard can successively be placed on any 
one or a number of twenty-six, more or less, 
parallel continuous printing-lines comprising 
a music-staff at their points of intersection 
with a line imagined at right angles to the 
former, which we term the “angular” or “se 
lective” printing-line. 

To accomplish our object, we have pro 
vided a preferably horizontal oscillating or 
swinging disk carrying the positively-actuated 
types and the type-keyboard therefor said 
disk adapted to move first by a circular or 
similar motion and to place any one type onto 
and over the selective printing-line, after 
which the type-disk, together with its sup 
porting-frame, is moved, also preferably hori 
zontally and in a straight line, along and over 
this angular printing-line until the selected 
type is directly over and above the selected 
printing position on the angular printing-line, 
when the type may be printed on the print- 
ing-surface at the printing-point, in a most 
direct manner by depression of its key.

As to claim 4, which is in issue here, that Court 
said: 

“Claim No. 4 is the same as No. 3, except that 
by the omission of the word ‘time’ before the word 
‘mechanism’ any intermittingly operated mechan- 
ism is within its terms." 

Claim 4 reads: 

Not “Automatically Movable.” 

“4. In a time recorder, the combination with a 
time stamp and operating device therefor, of a card 
guide or receiver, an abutment limiting the move- 
ment of the card relative to the time stamp, and 
intermittingly operated mechanism for actuating 
the abutment, substantially as described." 

It will be noted that in claim 2 the words are 
“and a movable abutment or stop for engaging a 
card automatically movable relatively of the stamp 
in another direction,’ and in claim 3 “an abut- 
ment limiting the movement of the card relative 
to the time stamp and time mechanism actuating 
said abutment intermittingly.’’ It is admitted that 
defendant does not infringe claims 2 and 3 as the 
abutment is not “automatically movable” or actu- 
ated by “time mechanism.” he Circuit Court of 
Appeals says that claim 4 covers “any intermit- 
tingly operated mechanism” for actuating or mov- 
ing the abutment. This word “any” clearly in- 
cludes mechanism operated manually, or by the 
hand of the operetor or workman provided it be 
“intermittingly operated.” But claim 5 returns to 
an actuation or movement of the abutment by 
“Intermittingly operated mechanism controlled by 
a time movement’ and does not include mechanism 
controlled by the hand of the operator. Hence de- 
fendant does not infringe claim 5 of the patent 
in suit. As claim 7 has as an essential element 
“actuating mechanism for moving the abutment”’ 
which is and must be “controlled from the time 
movement of the stamp’ and defendant's is not 
thus controlled there is no infringement of claim 
7. The patent says: ““‘Where the term ‘time stamp’ 
is used in the claims it is to be understood, in 
the absence of further limitations, to mean the 
hour and minute marking wheels, and devices for 
marking an impression or imprint upon a card 
or slip placed between them."" The “time move- 
ment of the stamp” is the clock, and I think claim 
7 necessarily excludes, or, does not include, 
mechanism for moving the abutment controlled by 
the hand of the cperator. In claim 10 an essen- 
tial element is ‘‘a time mechanism for controlling 
it," the abutment, or “the actuating devices for 
moving the abutment 1g pe! towards the 
mashing wheels.” As this is wanting in defend- 
ant’s me Recorder and the work is done by the 
hand of the operator there is no infringement. 
Defendant has not merely disconnected the means 
for —y the movement and actuation of the 
abutment from the “time movement” and “time 
mechanism,”” &c., so as to make the differences 
in his device from the time recorder of com- 
lainant colorable merely, but the differences are 
n essential and substantial matters. As to in- 
fringement of claim 4 defendant's counsel, after 
quoting the language of Judge Coxe, “Claim No 

is the same as No. 3, except that by the omis- 
sion of the word ‘time’ before the word ‘mechan- 
ism’ any intermittingly operated mechanism is 
within its terms,”"’ says: “But this does not mean 
that the ‘intermittingly operated mechanism’ of 
claim 4 is not a mechanism operated substantially 
the same as that of the patent in suit, at regu- 
lar intervals of time, and also operated automati- 
cally." But the Circuit Court of Appeals did not 
say that the movement or actuation of the abut- 
ment in claim 4 must be by intermittingly operated 
mechanism moving or acting automatically. I can 
discover no difference, except in the mere word- 
ing, between claims 3 and 4 aside from the fact 
that in claim 3 the abutment is actuated, that is, 
moved, by a ‘“‘time mechanism” while in claim 4 
it is actuated or moved by a mechanism other 
than a time mechanism. A mechanism operated 
by the hand of the operator and at his will is not 
a time mechanism. I think the Cooper patent con- 
templates two distinct movements caused by the 
clock, which is the motor of that device, viz: one 
operating the time printing wheels and the other 
operating the abutment. Both are automatic un- 
less it be in claim 4 where the “time mechanism” 
is not included for moving the abutment, but it 
must be moved “intermittingly” and if this in- 
termitting movement must be iven and con- 
trolled by the cleck motor and defendant causes 
it to be given by the hand of the operator then 
there is no infringement of claim 4. ut I do not 
so understand defendant's device and mechanism. 
I think that, in part, the “intermittingly operated 
mechanism for actuating the abutment” is oper- 
ated by the clock which aids to give it its inter- 
mittant movement while it is not controlled by a 
“time mechanism.’”’ There is a difference be- 
tween ‘“intermittingly operated mechanism for 
actuating the abutment” and “intermittingly oper- 
ated time mechanism for actuating the abutment.” 
Defendant uses the first but not the second. In 
claims 5, 7 and 10 the Cooper patent demands that 
the “intermittingly operated mechanism” be “‘con- 
trolled by a time movement for actuating said 
abutment,”” or “actuating mechanism for moving 
the abutment’’ and which must be “‘controlled from 
the time movement of the stamp” or ‘“‘a time 
mechanism controlling’ the abutment. The mechan- 
ism for ———— the abutment may be automati- 
cally moved so far as to give it the intermittent 


movement or motion in part and still the abut- 
ment may not be controlled by a time movement 
or time mechanism, but by the hand and the will 
of the operator. In defendant's Time Recorder the 
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abutment is brought into position for printing the 
time on the card by mechanism operated by the 
hand of the operator and not by a time mechan- 
ism. It is dropped back to its original position 
for starting work at the very bottom of the re- 
ceiver by the hand of the operator, but the lever 
moved by the operator to move the abutment into 
position and to drop it back to the very bottom of 
the receiver is connected with and at times moved 
by the clock. As the claims in issue here plainly 
mark the distinction and make it essential and 
as defendant controls the abutment by the hand 
of the operator and not by a time movement or 
mechanism, except as to claim 4, which does not 
demand the “time mechanism” for actuating or 
controlling the abutment, there is no infringement. 
Excludes Claim One. 

Heretofore I have excluded from consideration 
claim 1 of the patent in suit which was not in 
issue or considered by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
in the former suit. That claim has the following 
elements in combination: 1, a time stamp which 
is defined in the specifications and is old in the 
art; 2, a card guide or receiver adjustable rela- 
tively to the stamp in one direction, also old; 3, 
an actuating device for causing the stamp to mark 
a card in the receiver, also old; 4, an abutment 
for limiting the movement of a card relatively to 
the stamp, old, A, said abutment being independ- 
ent of the stamp actuating device. also old, and 
B, adjustable in a direction at an angle to the 
above described movement of the guide, waereny, 
Cc, the card may receive two or more marks in 
the same or different places. It is contended by 
the complainant that this claim is valid and in- 
fringed by any device which causes a movement 
of the abutment by any means whatever in any 
direction whatever at an angle to the direction of 
the movement of the card guide or receiver. 
think I am compelled by the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals to hold this claim valid. It is, of 
course, limited to the combination of elements 
described. The same combination of the same 
elements—combined, of course, in the same way 
to produce the same result—is an infringement. 
The defendant does not move its card guide or 
receiver at all, it being stationary, but moves the 
time stamp and mechanism laterally, so as to 
bring the printing wheels, &c., to the desired 
column on the card by moving or pressing the 
handle or lever, with which he does the erinting 
by a downward pressure thereof, to the right or 
to the left as he desires to move the time stamp 
to the right or to the left. Defendant's card 
guide or receiver is in no sense adjustable rela- 
tively to the stamp. It has no movement in any 
direction. But the time stamp, &c., is adjustable 
with reference to or relatively to the card guide 
or receiver. The Cooper patent, on the other hand, 
has a card guide or receiver adjustable relatively 
to the stamp, in one direction, that is, we move 
the card receiver by means of an independent lever 
or handle laterally from right to left at will, thus 
bringing any desired column of the card in front 
of the time stamp for the printing. There is no 
patentable novelty in this movement or in the 
mechanism or means for producing it. Nor is 
there any patentable novelty in defendant's move- 
ment or means for producing it. Any skilled 
mechanic would have made the desired arrange- 
ment and produced the necessary mechanism in 
either case. To bring the two parts “by hand” 
into juxtaposition for printing the time on the 
ecard at any desired point was a simple matter. 
But the element is in the combination of claim 1 
and it is made an essential element. Given a 
combination without it and it is no longer the 
combination of ciaim 1 of the patent in suit. 
Has Cooper. a mere improver, limited himself to 
“a ecard guide or receiver adjustable relatively to 
the stamp in one direction’ in a combination with 
an actuating device for causing the stamp to 
mark a card in the receiver and ‘‘an abutment for 
limiting the movement of a card relatively to 
the stamp’ and which abutment is independent of 
the stamp actuating device and ‘adjustable in a 
direction at an angie to the  before-described 
movement of the guide’ or card receiver? The 
movement of the card receiver itself is twice em- 
phasized. Evidently the inventor, Cooper, had no 
conception of a movement of the time stamp, &c.. 
into proper juxtaposition with a stationary card 
receiver and consequently with the card contained 
therein. Is the one movement and the means for 
producing it the fair and well known equivalent 
of the other, and is complainant entitled to the 
benefit of the doctrine of equivalents? I think 
there can be no question that the one is the 
equivalent of the other in purpose and result. 
But the language of the claim is so emphatic, so 
precise and definite, and the idea of a movable 
abutment so repeated that we are almost compelled 
to the conclusion that the patentee has knowingly 
and designedly limited his claim to such a move- 
ment and mechanism for producing it. If this 
element itself imported into or embodied in the 
claim patentable novelty, was not old and simple, 
a welll known movement and mechanism, one 
suggested to any mechanic skilled in the art, 
and not emphasized and repeated in the language 
quoted, I should be disposed to hold that the com- 
— is entitled to the doctrine of equiva- 
ents. As is I do not think it is. The specifi- 
eations while not limiting the patentee as to 
mechanism for wnroducing the movement of the 
guide, or receiver, do not suggest or imply any 
movement, or mechanism for a movement other 
than that of the receiver, a movable card guide or 
receiver, one adjustable relatively to the stamp 
in one direction A mechanism for moving and 
adjusting the time stamp and mechanism con- 


nected therewith relatively to some fixed object 
as the card receiver, is quite different from a 
mechanism for movin and adjusting the simple 
card receiver itself relatively to the time stam; 
It is well settled that an inventor, a mere im 
prover, may so limit himself by the language of 
his claims as to lose the benefit of a broad con 
struction or interpretation of his claim and so 
limit himself to a very narow range of equiva 
lents, and as the Supreme Court of the United 
States has said in the recent case of Computing 
Scale Company of America v. The Automatic Scale 
Company, decided February 25, 1907, practically to 
the means shown by the inventor. See also, Cim- 
jotti Unhairing Co. v. American Refining Co., 198 
U. 8., 399, 406, 407, and cases there cited The 
syllabus of that case is as follows: 

“A greater degree of liberality and a wider 
range of equivalents are permitted where the pat- 
ent is of a pioneer character than when the inven- 
tion is simply an improvement, although the last 
and successful step, in the art theretofore par 
tially developed by other inventors in the same 
field. 

“The patent involved in this case for the un- 
hairing of seal and other skins, while entitled to 
protection as a valuable invention, cannot be said 
to be a pioneer patent. 

“In making his claim the inventor is at liberty 
to choose his own form of expression and, while 
the courts may construe the same in view of the 
specifications and the state of the art, it may not 
add to or detract from the claim. 

“As the inventor is required to enumerate the 
elements of his claim no one is the infringer of a 
combination claim unless he uses all the elements 
thereof. 

“Where the patent does not embody a primary 
invention but only an improvement on the prior 
art the charge of infringement is not sustained if 
defendant’s machines can be differentiated.” 

is conceded by complainant's counsel, as in- 
deed the evidence shows, that defendant's alleged 
infringing device is in some respects an improve- 
ment upon complainant's and, clearly, it is differ- 
entiated. Complainant claims infringement of 
claim 1 of the patent in suit by defendant's ex- 
hibit, Defendant's Time Recorder No. 2, only. I 
do not think the defendant's fixed card receiver 
and laterally movable time wheels and mechanism 
for doing the work a mere reversal of the fixed 
time stamp and laterally-movable card receiver of 
claim 1 of the patent in suit. By a reference to 
the prior art, Martin and MacCoy British patents, 
Parkes British patents and the Dey patents, it 
will be seen that defendant has done only what 
the prior art, aside from the patent in suit, war- 
ranted and justified him in doing in his combina- 
tion. That prior art was open to the world so 
far as complainant is concerned and as defendant 
has utilized it and not complainant’s combina- 
tion it does not infringe. 

I find infringement of claim 4 of the patent in 
suit only, but not by defendant's Weekly Time 
Recorder No. 2. 


AMERICAN CLOCKS IN THE LEVANT 
But Few Sold Here Although There Is an 
Opportunity for Much Business in This 
Line as American Goods Are Believed 
to be Superior to All Others. 





Germany supplies the greater and the cheap 
er portion of the clock trade, Austria and the 
United States furnishing the remainder of the 
better grades. There is a steady though lim- 
ited demand for American alarm and eight- 
day clocks, which have the deserved reputa- 
tion of being more durable than the German 
article Only about $3,000 worth of these 
clocks are imported. This amount could be 
greatly increased were the manufacturers to 
give attention to the first steps of the business 
and use judgment in the selection of their 
local agent. American clocks and watches 
enjoy throughout the Levant a very high rep- 
utation, and it would be a waste of opportu- 
nities not to make use of this advantage in 
securing a large share of the imports 

Watches are imported chiefly from Switzer- 
land and France; Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary divide about equally the balance of these 
imports. The quality of the goods is generally 
inferior, and they are sold at low prices. A 
very small portion of the watch trade goes 
to the United States. Should the manufactut 
ers of a recognized standard make decide to 
appoint an agent here who would sell their 
product exclusively, a good business could be 
started, especially if the agent would keep a 
stock for repairs 
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THE GOLDBERGER TABULATOR. 





Che Goldberger taubulator is sold in Aus- 
tria by Isidor von Risch, Vienna, Am Hof 5, 
agent of the Smith Premier Company for Aus- 
tria. This tabulator is composed of two slen- 
der nickle rods set horizontally in’ a metal 
frame, the lower rod projecting to form a 
small handle, three cog wheels unite the two 
rods on the left hand side; this part of the 
tabulator is fixed on the front part of the car- 
riage, just below the scale, and a_ pointer 
shows at what degree in the scale your car- 
riage has stopped.

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Smyrna a Market for American Paper and Stationery 


Export business of considerable proportions 
can be worked up in the province of Smyrna, 
Turkey in Asia, by American firms dealing in 
paper and stationery. This includes almost 
all grades and kinds of paper from fine writing 
to news, and in stationery everything that’ is 
included under this head from ink to pens, 
pencils, erasers and general supplies. 

This is a market that is generally neglected 
by Americans although in paper alone this 
province takes $350,000 worth every year, and 
the amount that this country sells is insignifi 
cant. The laws and shipping regulations of 
this province and section of the country are 
such as to encourage Americans to go in there 
and compete for the business, but notwith- 
standing all the inducements offered, it seems 
that concerns in this country have either 
fought shy of it or neglected it entirely 


Has Not a Single Paper Mill. 


In all of this province there is not a single 
paper factory, and every piece of this article 
that is used has to be imported. From cigar 
ette paper to news other countries have to 
come to the rescue, and it was not until re 
cently that fine writing paper was used there 


at all. The introduction of certain grades 
caused a general demand, and now the market 
is. steadily developing. Prices are high, and 


it is possible to make a good profit on ex- 
ported goods in the paper and stationery lines, 
even after all freight and export duties have 
been paid. The country needs these products, 
and the people are willing to do a great many 
things to have their wants supplied. 

There are a great many European merchants 
in this province in addition to the vast num 
ber of natives, and even these people are de 
prived of the new ideas and absolute necessi 
ties in the stationery and paper line because of 
the lack of interest displayed by outside coun 
tries in furnishing the supplies needed. This 
country is fast developing and coming to the 
front in many ways, and the business that 
exists there now is capable of considerable 
development. An energetic American concern 
going in there with the purpose of getting the 
business would find it a comparatively easy

Send Rags Away. 


It is a curious circumstance that all the old 
rags are carefully collected and shipped to 
other countries, returning thence in the form 
of paper which can be sold at a profit despite 
the freight and other charges As a general 
rule, the highest class of writing paper is not 
much imported, what little there is coming 
from England. The bulk of the paper trade 
was until recently supplied by Austria, which 
furnished large quantities of medium-grade 


paper. Within the last few months Belgian 
manufacturers have bid sharply and secured 
a large portion of this trade. Every descrip- 


tion of paper is imported, from straw and 
cardboards to cigarette and fancy papers for 
purposes of decoration, etc., from the various 
countries of Europe

ried on here annually does not amount to $50 
and there is no reason why, if an organized 
effort were made, American manufacturers 
should not contribute largely to the needs of 
this market, in this particular line.

The hardest store in the world to advertise 
is a department store, and one of the easiest 
is the office appliance business 

A department store advertising man has ex 
periences that would turn the hair of an or 
dinary mortal gray over night He has a 
task that compares only with the task of 
Hercules when he took the contract to clean 
out the Augean stables in the old Greek myth 
\ great many office appliance dealers will not 
believe this when they read it, but neverthe 
less it is true, and the more they look into 
it the more they will be convinced. Go into 
a department store some time and look over 
the vast array of goods on display Chen 
stop to consider, if you can, which depart 
ment or what department ought to be adver 
tised just now, and which one will produce 
the greatest profit. Over in one corner its a 
counter covered with pretty little fancy things 
This department must 


for women’s dresses 
show its percentage of profit or it will have 
to be discontinued. It must be advertised 
and it must produce to take care of this ex 
pense; but here it is, covering a space of but 
a few feet and the costliest thing to be sold 
there is under a dollar. Space in newspapers 
costs money and it will not take much to eat 
up the entire value of everything displayed 
here. Will it pay to advertise this? Of course 
it will; it has to be advertised anyhow. But 
how will it pay? ‘This is a question that even 
the wonder department store advertising man 
cannot answer. 

Now go through the entire store and figure 
out each department the same way and see 
what conclusion you arrive at. When you are 
through you will say that the fellow who 
wrote the first part of that article in Office 
Appliances didn’t know what he was talking 
about, but nevertheless he does, and he knows 
well, The advertising manager of the depart 
ment store has to produce specific results, 
and look what it costs him to do it.

For many years manufacturers have sought 
some means whereby it would be possible to 
produce loose leaf ledger sheets that would 
open flat when in use and at the same time not 
have to be weakened by crimping Che va 
rious schemes resorted to not only weakened 
the tensile strength of paper, but caused 
the books to bulk up too much, for the corru 
gations would form a bunch near the binding 
point, and reduce the number of leaves that 
the binder was capable of holding 

Nearly every manufacturer has a different 
scheme that he uses for this purpose. Many 
of them merely run the sheets through a print 
ing press, with a set of brass rules locked in a 
form, and not inked. These crease the sheets 
and in a measure destroy the fibre. Another 
and quite popular idea is to crimp the sheets 
in a crimping machine that makes corruga 
tions and causes the sheets to bulk badly when 
in use. Another manufacturer uses pin hole 
perforations, making several rows in each 
sheet, which take the place of the corrugations 


Various Ideas Used. 


With all of the various ideas tried it has 
been generally conceded that manufacturers 
have been unable to find any suitable or su 
cessful way for sheets to be made that wi 
cause them to lie flat when the binder is open 
ed.

American Writing Machines Lead 


Are Away Ahead of Anything Made in Europe 
and Notwithstanding Competition 
Take the Lead in Sales 
(BY HENRI BOHMAN.) 


That the American writing machines are the 
best in the world seems to be borne out by 
the reports that are being sent over here from 
Europe relative to the demand for them and 
the increase in sales made every year. 

England was one of the earisest markets 
opened up by American manufactures for the 
sale of writing machines, and although many 


machines have been sold there every year, 
other countries exceed in the number used 
After the American machines were first in 


troduced into England it did not take long 
for the demand to spread to the continent 
with the result that to-day there are more 
American machines in use by far than of the 
kinds made in the European countries them 
selves. The American machine has been a 
leader from the start and the demand is stead 
ily growing 

After the invasion of England by the Amer 
ican typewriter, the desire for these machines 
manifested itself in a far removed section be 
fore the demand in Europe became so general 
as it is to-day. Russian Poland was the next 
section after England to call for American 
typewriters and in the city of Warsaw the first 
large sales of typewriters took place 


Were Patronized by Royalty. 


When typewriters were introduced into Eu 
rope they were first patronized by royalty as 
many inventions are. The queen of England 
is said to have had a solid gold, silver mount- 
ed typewriter, and not to be outdone, the czar 
of Russia had one of more striking type, set 
with jewels and elaborately. This 
set the pace for Europe and after the accept 
ance of the typewriter as a commercial neces 
sity in England its use began 
in Russia. 

While Russia appears to have 
ond country to adopt the American typewriter, 
yet it is also true that the demand for type 
writers soon fell off here and became a great 
deal less than in other countries At the 
present time there is a big demand for Amer
